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USE OF BACTERIAL VACCINE 



TO MAKE BORDEAUX IVIiXTURE 



'Copper Sulphate, Quicklime and Water 
Are Necessary Ingredients — Mix 
and Apply at Once. 

Tlie npcessary Infircdients for mak- 
ing l)ordeaTix mixlnre are : Copper s'.il- 
phate, 4 pounds ; quicklime, 4 pounds ; 
water to make 50 irallons. 

Prepare the copper sulphate by 
suspending it in a punny sack just be- 
low the surface of several jridlons of 
water in a clean barrel. When the 
sulphate is dissolved, which requires 
three or four hours, remove the sac]; 
and stir Into the barrel enough addi- 
tional water to make exactly 25 gal- 
lons of the copper solution. 

Prepare the lime by slacking it 
slowly and thoroughly in a clean bar- 
rel, strain, and add enough additional 
water to make exactly 25 gallons of 
linic milk. Stir thorouRhly.

Vaccination as Preventive for Strangles 
and Distemper Being Extensively 
Employed. 

The vaccination of horses as a pre- 
ventive for strangles or distemper is 
being extensively enii)Ioyed. It has 
been found that the cause of the dis- 
ease warrants the' use of a bacterial ■ 
vaccine. This gives assistance to na- i 
ture's own efforts of protection andl 
forms the logical means of preventing! 
strangles as well as other diseases j 
caused by specilic organisms. j 

The outctjme of the vaccination of i 
horses has in some instances been dis- ' 
appointing. It is possible that in such | 
cases the bacteria has deteriorated or , 
l)econie ineffective, or tliat tlie results 
are complicated by secondary infec- ' 
t ions. In the latter case It is advisable ' 
to use bacterins that will combat the 
s(>condary infections. The.se are called 
mixed ijaeteriiis, and c<jntain a vai'i- 
ety of killed bacteria commonly en- 
countered in such diseases. ! 

In case distemper appears, all 
healthy animals should bo immediately 
injected with streptobacterins. The 
administration of bacterial vaccines 
should be made by a competent veter- 
inarian, as inipro]ief administration 
may not provide proper protection and 
so result in irregularities. Bacterins 
can be o!)tained from manufacturers 
of various biological products.
